This past Friday at the Ben 
Avery Gymnasium, 

Cassandra Carpenter 

etched her way into the history 
books. The All-Canadian forward 
from the Laurentian Lady Vees 
basketball team set the new OUA 
single season scoring record, 
exceeding the previous record set 
by Jodie Ebeling of Brock 
Univeristy, who set the record 
last year with 430 points. 

Going into Friday night's 
contest against the Royal 
Military College Paladins, 
Carpenter only needed 6 points to 
claim the record. With three min- 
utes and twenty-two seconds 
remaining in the first half, she 
caught a pass in traffic and as she 
has grown accustomed to doing; 
effortlessly finished the play. 
This routine basket captured the 
record once and for all. Carpenter 
went on to finish the game with 
30 points, 5 assists, 7 rebounds 
and 3 steals as the Lady Vees eas- 
ily defeated RMC 99-35. 
Carpenter, who has been very 
humble and modest about her 
"record chase" for the past 
month, ultimately credits her 
teammates for her success. 

"Now that it's over, it feels 
great to have done, it in front of 
our home crowd and alumni who 
were here and cheering for us but 
my teammates were the reason I 
got there," said Carpenter. 

However, even though the 
3rd All-Star does a good job of 
downplaying her great achieve- 
ment, Lady Vees Head Coach 
Mike Clark, reflects on what a 
truly amazing feat she attained. 

"It's a big accomplishment; 
it's not easy to score as consis- 
tently as she does. It's not like 
she scores 30 one night and 10 
another. She gets her 20 to 30 
every night," he said. "She's just 
a great kid to coach. We're really 
proud of her, and she's a good 
teammate too, not just a good 
player." 

Surprisingly, coming out of 
high school Carpenter wasn't a 
highly recruited player and was 
overlooked by many universities. 
But with her positive attitude and 
unmatched work ethic, she wast- 
ed no time making a name for 
herself as a member of 
Laurentian 's Lady Vees basket- 
ball team.

"When I came to Laurentian, 
I wasn't looking to break any 
records. I wasn't even expecting 
more than 10-15 minutes a 
game," said Carpenter. "But with 
the support of my team, school, 
family and friends, I have real- 
ized anything is possible as long 
as I'm willing to work for it". 

In her rookie year she was 
named an OUA East 2nd Team 
All-Star, OUA East Rookie of the 
Year, CIS All-Rookie Team, CIS 
Rookie of the Year and the 
Laurentian Female Athlete of the 
Year. 

Remarkably, in her second 
season, she continued to raise the 
bar. She was named the OUA 
East Defensive Player of the 
Year, OUA East Player of the 
Year, CIS 1st Team All-Star, and 
once again the Laurentian 's 
Female Athlete of the Year. 

Now in her third season. 
Carpenter has dominated oppos- 
ing teams all season long as her 
and her teammates prepare to 
make a push deep into the play- 
offs. 

"Our team is starting now to 
get into playoff form in that we 
are keeping our intensity up 

and controlling what we 
can," said Carpenter. "If we can 
continue playing this well 
throughout the playoffs our goal 
of Nationals is quite possible." 

With a player like Cassandra 
Carpenter leading the way, the 
sky is no doubt the limit for this 
Lady Vees Basketball Team.

Laurentian grad the Next Great Prime Minister

Could Deirdra McCracken possibly be the 
future Prime Minister of Canada? You may 
not see her in the next election, but this 
young Laurentian Graduate is on her way to 
becoming a great leader after winning the political 
contest the Next Great Prime Minister. 

McCracken was one of five finalists, out of 
hundreds of applicants to prove her ability as a great 
leader. The final competition consisted of a one-on- 
one question period between each individual con- 
testant and the four judging former prime ministers 
at which time McCracken stated her position on key 
issues affecting Canadians. 

"The word that linked my platform together 
was 'choice.' I feel Canadians need to have more of 
a say where their money is concerned," said 
McCracken. 

McCracken stood confidently in front of an 
audience of 1,300 people and explained her vision 
of a better Canada. Among some of her points, she 
drove in her message of a mixed-delivery health 
care system which would give Canadians more 
options and have private organizations relieve some 
the pressure off the public. During the debate ses- 
sion, McCracken also faced some tough criticism 
on her beliefs of empowering Canadians but elo- 
quently drove her point home, ending the session 
with the last word. 

McCracken was well informed in all topics of 
discussions and played devil's advocate to many of 
her competitors ideas. Much of her knowledge can 
be attributed to Laurentian University, where she 
completed her Honors BA in Science Politique in 



2004. 

"The different term papers I wrote for various 
political science classes at Laurentian have con- 
tributed to my understanding of the Canadian polit- 
ical system. The professors in the Political Science 
department looked for a certain level of analysis 
when correcting students' work, and so the effort 
had to be more than just an account of events; that 
emphasis on the analytical has definitely helped me 
get to where I am today." 

In addition to the education McCraken 
received at Laurentian, she had the opportunity to 
complete her final year at the University of 
Limerick, Ireland, where her work was published in 
the History Society's journal, History Studies. She 
has also gained valuable experience at the 
American-European Academy in Austria where she 
was the only Canadian in to participate in discus- 
sions on transatlantic political and economic rela- 
tions. McCracken is currently completing her 
Masters at the Universite Laval where she is work- 
ing on a thesis that addresses the extent in which 
journalists are capable of handling public opinion 
polls. 

The road to success is reaching its height. After 
winning the $50,000 prize award, McCraken is now 
considering many great offers, including a six 
month paid internship at the three sponsoring 
organizations: Magna International, The Dominion 
Institute and the Arthur Kroeger College of Public 
Affairs. Once she has completed this phase of learn- 
ing experiece. McCracken plans to pursue work in 
the political arena. Her determination, audacity and 
humanistic values makes her a voice thai one da\ 
will be an asset to Parliament Hill.

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Does your friend have an eating disorder? 



Many University students are uncertain 
about how to eat properly while at 
school. Given all we are challenged 
with during our academic year, eating should 
be one of our easier subjects, right? Well, not 
always! For some, food and eating becomes a 
constant daily struggle. To eat or not to eat 
becomes an uphill battle. Recent estimates 
suggest that one in five university women 
struggle with an eating disorder. She could be 
your roommate, your sister, your girlfriend, 
or even you. Also, more and more men are 
struggling with eating disorders that students 
find themselves struggling with. No more 
secrets... 

Eating disorders are illnesses with a bio- 
logical basis influenced by emotional and cul- 
tural factors. For many of us, food is a cele- 
bration but for others, food can also be a 
source of anxiety, distress and shame. These 
disorders can be seen as an outward and phys- 
ical expression of pain and confusion. The 
emotional distress may be the result of a neg- 
ative self-perception, relationship or family 
problems, anxiety or depression, and over- 
whelming feelings of being unable to change 
the unwanted things about themselves or their 
situation. 



Let's bring it out into the open. People 
with eating disorders often have feelings of 
needing to be in control and fear of being con- 
trolled or out of control. Food becomes an 
unhealthy way of taking control. Weight, eat- 
ing, dieting and body image can keep us pre- 
occupied in this western culture of ours as we 
are constantly being bombarded with media 
images that do the math for us: perfection = 
thin + beautiful + successful (dangerous 
equation). That's just the tip of the iceberg... 

Common disorders are. anorexia, bulim- 
ia, compulsive eating, and non-specified eat- 
ing disorders. Anorexia relates to severe, 
sometimes life threatening weight loss 
because of distorted ideas about body size 
and weight. The person suffering from 
anorexia thinks they are fat when they are 
dangerously thin. People with bulimia devel- 
op a pattern of binge eating and then rid them- 
selves of it by vomiting or purging them- 
selves with laxatives. This causes severe 
health implications. Compulsive eaters can- 
not control their intake of food in response to 
feelings of need and comfort. Binging is fol- 
lowed by self-disgust and shame, which usu- 
ally then leads to a cycle of binging and diet- 
ing. Non-specified disorders can affect many, 



are not clear-cut and can include many com- 
bined patterns. 

No time to waste! How to help yourself? 
Recognizing the problem is the first step to 
freedom! Try to eat a nutritious, balanced 
diet... perhaps see a nutritionist. Challenge 
any "distorted thinking" you may have about 
yourself, weight and eating. Try not to keep it 
a secret, and talk to receptive family, friends 
and/or a physician. Be available for your 
friend by listening to their feelings and don't 
nag about food. Encourage her or him to seek 
professional help. Don't allow issues of food 
to dominate the friendship. Be prepared for 
them to deny they have a problem but tell 
them of your suspicions and how it makes 
you feel. What are friends for? 

So... if you or a friend has an eating dis- 
order, NURTURE yourself and seek treat- 
ment. You don't have to go it alone!

Sudbury hospital in need of nurses

The Sudbury Regional 
Hospital is looking for a 
few good nurses. 

"There are significant 
opportunities for nurses at the 
Sudbury Regional Hospital," 
said David McNeil, VP Clinical 
Programs and Chief Nursing 
Office for the hospital. "Sudbury 
Regional Hospital, on average, 
hires 60 to 80 nurses per year. 
Last year, we actually hired 99 
nurses." 

That, he noted, is more than 
the 89 students due to graduate 
from nursing programs across 
Sudbury this spring. McNeil 
pointed out that, with the aging 
workforce, there is a larger pro- 
portion of nurses retiring, creat- 
ing more jobs for newly graduat- 
ed nurses looking for work. 

"They are predicting an 
international shortage of nurses 
in the next three to five years," 
McNeil said. Furthermore, he 
noted there are several good rea- 
sons to choose the Sudbury 
Regional Hospital. 

One advantage that nursing 
graduates who have studied in 
Sudbury enjoy that other poten- 
tial job applicants do not is that 
they, by virtue of having studied 
in the Sudbury area, they are 
already familiar with the poli- 
cies, procedures, system and 
lay-out of the Sudbury Regional 
Hospital. 

"That is a plus for them," 
McNeil pointed out. Also, he 
noted, Sudbury offers many 
great lifestyle opportunities that 
cannot be found in Southern 
Ontario. 

With regard to Southern 
Ontario, McNeil said that many 
graduates believe that by finding

ices the Sudbury Regional 
Hospital is comparable to many 
other hospitals, including the 
emergency, ambulatory care, 
medical surgical nursing, car- 
diac, and trauma programs, as 
well as in-patient and ambulato- 
ry care, and a cancer centre. The 
Sudbury Regional hospital offers 
a wide range in the continuum of 
care. 

Another major plus for the 
Sudbury Regional Hospital, he 
noted, is the New Graduate 
Initiative, a program put in place 
by the government of Ontario to 
assist new nurses in transitioning 
into the workplace.

The Sudbury Regional 
Hospital has long been an 
employer of Laurentian students, 
McNeil noted. 

"We are very significant 
employer of people from 
Laurentian University. The sec- 
ond largest in the city," McNeil 
said. 

In fact, McNeil is a graduate 
of Laurentian, having graduated 
in 1988. 

"Nursing has been a good 
field for me," McNeil said. 
Furthermore, he pointed out that 
many of his friends had graduat- 
ed from Laurentian and moved 
to Southern Ontario to work 
moved home to enjoy the quality 
of life Sudbury has to offer.

Voyageurs win back-to-back games

The Laurentian Voyageurs took to the court of the Ben Avery 
Gymnasium last weekend for their last back to back home stand of 
the year and put on two impressive performances. 

On Friday night, the Voyageurs hosted the winless Royal Military 
College Paladins and simply put; blew them out of the water. Laurentian 
dictated the pace of the game from the opening tip-off and never let up, 
crushing the Paladins, 71-33. 

The first half was highlighted by a blistering start by the Voyageurs, 
who wasted no time showing their dominance and establishing a 35-2 
point lead heading into halftime. Laurentian had a strangle hold on RMC 
defensively; holding them scoreless for the first 8 minutes of the game. 
Every Voyageur player was also given the opportunity to log some play- 
ing time and everyone contributed, as each player scored at least one bas- 
ket. 

Heading into the second half, Laurentian maintained their defensive 
intensity and although the Paladins were able to generate some offence, 
they were dominated in all aspects of the game. They only shot 21% from 
the floor ( 1 1-53), which complements the Voyageurs strong defence. They 
were also out-rebounded 48-22 by the Voyageurs, who controlled the 
offensive and defensive glass all game long. 

High scorer for Laurentian was rookie Paul Kovacs with 10 points 
and 7 rebounds. Other contributors were fourth year veteran, Ben Palmer 
with 9 points and rookie Brady Bolan with 8 points. 

"We played great defence during the first half, said Head Coach 
Virgil Hill. "Everyone was able to contribute tonight."

O'Neil, as she swam under the 
CIS qualifying time earlier in the 
year. 

The Aqua Vees were led by 
Ryan Smith who had an amazing 
weekend. Smith won gold in the 
400-metre individual medley on 
Friday and then claimed yet 
another first place finish in the 
200-metre IM on Saturday. He 
also finished fourth in the 200- 
metre backstroke and 200-metre 
butterfly and will be the only LU 
male swimmer heading to 
nationals. However, Smith's 
great performance should not 
overshadow the solid effort put 
forth by his fellow teammates, 



who all swam great races 
throughout the competition, 
which contributed to their team's 
eighth place overall finish. 

"I'm very proud of the effort 
from both our swim teams," said 
Head Coach Phil Parker. "We 
trained hard all year long and 
truly had a great season."

Laurentian University 
may soon be future leaders in 
Canadian politics and are get- 
ting an early start thanks to 
their opportunity to take over 
the House of Commons. On 
January 6th, students experi- 
ences a taste of government 
during the 14th annual Model 
Parliament. The event, organ- 
ised by the Laurentian 
University Political Science 
Association (LUPSA) was 
the largest Model Parliament 
with 125 student participants 
including four exchange stu- 
dents from France. 

The Model Parliament 
allowed students to take part 
in simulated procedures in 
both official languages and 
gained familiarity with the 
legislative body.

The 
Conservatives under Colin 
Marshall's leadership, took a 
stance on gun control while 
Prime Minister Nathan 
Chevrier and .his Liberal 
minority government brought 
down a budget and intro- 
duced a bill on Democratic 
Renewal. Students also has 
the opportunity to test their 
strength of character during a 
gruelling Question Period 
and delivered solid speeches 
to their fellow Cabinet mem- 
bers. 

"It [was] a chance for 
them to work in teams, to be 
leaders, to research issues, to 
decide where they stand ideo- 
logically, and give them a 
memorable university experi- 
ence," said Dr. Rand Dyck, 
Laurentian Professor 

Emeritus. 

Laurentian University is 
one of the few universities 
that offer such an exciting 
experience where students 
have the ability to utilise key 
skills. Through hands-on 
experience, they are gaining 
valuable knowledge that will 
compliment their studies.
